army had started expanding 
approximately 3,600,000 officers 
and men, more than doubling its 
present strength in ground and 
air forces.

SOMEWHERE ON THE GERMAN 
FRONTIER, Jan. 15 — (AP) — The 
Berlin press now is mentioning des

12-HOUR WORK DAY. 

The working man has given up 
the right to strike and accepted 
the 12-hour day for the duration of 
the war effort. 

The labor movement in Japan 
never achieved any great strength, 
but it was the Japanese that de- 
veloped the technique of the sit- 
down strike. They called it the 
‘go-slow” method. 

The tax schedules reach down 
and tap the pockets of wage earn- 
ers who make $200 or more per 
year. In the higher brackets the 
rates are practically confiscatory. 

“? think the people would stand 

for almost anything as long as their 
leaders obtain food for them,” said 
an American official who had 
watched the Japanese scene for 
several years. “They could rip up 
the street car tracks or tear down 
buildings to obtain steel, if it should 
become necessary, and the people 
would not grumble greatly. If the 
results at the end are not considered 
sufficient reward for the hardships 
undergone--then there might be 
trouble. 

“But while the fight is on they 

work together.” 


FARM BOYS WORK HARD 

The Japanese farm boys, from the 
age of 10 upwards, work from before 
dawn until after dark. Farmers do 
not have trucks or wagons as a rule, 
and produce is hauled to markets by 
boys with trailers behind their bi- 
cycles, The boys dismount and push 
up the hills, sometimes covering 40 
miles a day. 

The farm population provides a 
reservoir of manpower for the army 
and for manufacturing needs in the 
cities, It is a fluctuating affair, with 
boys who have left home in boom 
periods going back to the farms in 
times of depression.

60 miles southeast of Montauk

It was the second attack within

North American continent. A

war. That the Americans had 
learned the lesson was indicated by 
the almost equal value which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt gave to ships and 
planes in his statement to Congress. 

The Bismarck was knocked out 
by big guns and was sunk by de- 
stroyer torpedoes, but only after 
she had been crippled by a torpedo 
from British aircraft. She would 
never have been sunk, in all prob- 
ability, had she not been spotted 
from the air. The British Mediter- 
ranean fleet was given a lacing off 
Greece and Crete when it lost four 
cruisers and nine destroyers because 
it did not have air protection. As 
the whole world knows, the Repulse 
and the Prince of Wales were sunk 
because they ventured to sea with- 
out the assurance of air protection. 


LESSON REPEATED 

The same lesson has been repeated 
a dozen other times: off Norway 
where the British were at the mercy 
of German bombers; at Matapan 
where the enemy was first spotted 
by aircraft; again off Sicily wh@n 
two Italian cruisers were sunk by 
destroyers after being spotted by 
aircraft; in the battle of the Ailan- 
tic, where the German success has 
been due very largely to co-oper- 
ation between long-range bombers 
and submarines and, as a matter of 
fact, just about every other time 
there has been big-time action at sea 
or near shore. The Germans have 
proved, at the same time, in one of 
the most remarkable and most ex- 
pensive demonstrations in the his- 
tory of warfare, that air alone can- 
not knock out a distant enemy un- 
less it is backed up by great power 
afloat. 


All the figures avatlable show 
that in actual damage inflicted on 
enemy ships at sea, the honors are 
just about even between Allied air 
forces and Allied surface ships 
and submarines. The Royal Air 
Force claims to have sunk or badly 
damaged 811 ships of all sizes and 
types since the beginning of the 
war. The British navy has per- 
haps done better than that, but not 
much. 

In action against German and 
Italian warships, the scores of the 
two services are also about even, 
with a slight advantage to the navy 
which has been credited with many 

sinkings after the enemy was first 
spotted and brought to bay through 
the use of aitcraft. British naval 
losses also are almost equally at- 
tributable to Axis air and sea 
forces, with a slight margin in 
favor of the latter. 


CREDITED TO NAVY 

Two heavy ships of the German 
navy were sunk by the British: the 
Graf Spee and the Bismarck, both 
credited to the navy though the 
latter was half the R.A-F.'s prey. 
Of three German cruisers sunk in 
the present war, two were by a 
British submarine and one by Nor- 
wegian coastal batteries. Only one 
of the 17 German destroyers sunk 
was destroyed by a torpedo from a 
British’ aircraft, the rest by surface 
vessels and mines. Yet two of Ger- 
many's fanciest heavy ships, the 
Scharnhorst and the Gniesenau, and 
the splendid cruiser Prinz. Eugen 
have been bottled up at Brest these 
many months and the British navy 
hag been spared the task of chasing 
them or of protecting convoys 
against them simply because the 
R.A.F. has kept them immobilized 
there by bombing. 

The R.A.F. also takes credit for 
having destroyed most of the armed 
trawlers, ack-ack ships and other 
armed coastal vessels sent to the 
bottom, 


Againat the Italians the R.A.F. 
bas done comparatively better 
than in the north and its recon- 
naiasance planés have been large- 
ly responsible for the great suc- 
cesses in the Mediterranean, True 
enough, all the nine Italian cruis- 
era destroyed in this war have 
been credited to surface ships and 
submarines. But virtually all of 
them were brought to action be- 
cause British planes told the navy 
where they were. Matapan and 
the later battle off Sicily both 
depended largely upon aerial 
spotting.

this was the result of a “desire to 
get out more coal.” 

“No, it was not,” the manager 
answered. 

Mr. MacKenzie asked whether 
General Manager Shanks had been 
“putting on pressure” on Stewart to 
“get out more coal than you were 
doing.” 

“No, I couldn't say that,” Stewari 
said. ) 

Stewart testified he always had 
accepted as being accurate the daily 
written reports of fire-bosses on 
ventilation and other conditions in 
the mine, although in testimony 
several fire-bosses have said their 
“custom” always was to report no 
gas whether there actually was gas 
or not. 


“WINDY” SHOT 

He gave as his opinion that the 
explosion was due to a “windy” 
shot—one not sufficiently tamped 
down with clay or other non-com- 
bustible matter, which ignited a 
“feeder” of “fire-damp” gas at 
room 13 in the fourth left water 
level. 

A. L, Smith of Calgary, counsel 
for District 18 of the United Mine 
Workers of America, asked. the 
manager if it would be fair to 
say that if room 13 “had been in- 
spected as required by the Mines 
Act” just before the start of the 
Oct. 31 morning shift, there would 
have been no explosion, 

“Well, that’s about what you 
might say,” Stewart answered. 

He said complaints about gas 
were investigated when received 
and that he always did what he 
thought best to remedy those con- 
ditions. 

SEVERAL BLASTS ARE 
CAUSE OF MINE DEATHS 

NORDEGG, Alta. Jan. 15.— 

(CP)—John McAndrew of Cal- 
gary, mine rescue superintendent 
for Alberta, Wednesday told the 
Ewing Royal Commission not 
merely one explosion but “four 
or five or more” may have caus- 
ed the deaths of 29 men in the 
Brazeau coal mine here Oct, 31. 
. The force of the explosion caus- 
ed by that ignition “seems to have 
travelled in three different direc- 
tions” carrying a flame at terrific 
speed from gas pocket to gas pocket 
over a total distance of about 2,000 
feet, McAndrews testified at the 
judicial inquiry into the causes of 
the accident. 

At Wednesday's afternoon session 
William G. Heeley, district mines 
inspector at Calgary for the Alberta 
Department of Lands and Mines, 
testified he found “a very gassy 
condition” on Aug. 5, about seven 
weeks before the disaster, and that 
it was in the area known as the 
fourth left water level where the 
accident happened. 


REPORTS CONDITION 
Heeley said he later reported to 


A. A, Millar of Edmonton, chief 
mines inspector for Alberta, that 
“an estimated amount of 30,000 


cubic feet of gas” had been found 
in the fourth left water level Aug. 
5 and that all men were immediate- 
ly withdrawn from that part of the 
mine and the gas dispersed by in- 
creasing the amount of ventilation. 

Several previous witnesses tes- 
tified they knew in advance from 


and air action, four to air, while the 
cause of several other sinkings is 
unknown, 

The Axis has been comparatiely 
more effective than the Allies, prob- 
ably because the Axis, favive no 
great fleet, had to concentrate it.

LEAST GASEOUS

this is the least gaseous? That is, 
its coal gives off the least amount 
of gas?” asked W. M. Porter of Cal- 
gary, counsel for the mine owners, 
Brazeau Collieries Ltd. 

“Yes, that is right,” the inspector 
said. 

Inspector Heeley said he found no 
gas and heard no complaints about 
gassy conditions during his inspec- 
tion of April 11. 

“I found conditions very good, | 
had no fault to find with the ventil- 
ation at all.” 

Similarly on May 28 he said he 
found conditions satisfactory and 
heard no complaints. But on Aug. 5 
he found “a very gassy condition” in 
the fourth left water level and later 
reported it to Chief Inspector Millar. 


CONDITIONS REPORTED 


After Heeley and mine manager 
Stewart had found men working 
there and Stewart had sent them 
away Heeley and Stewart both re- 
ported the condition to pit boss John 
Armstrong, the inspector said. 

He said Armstrong, one of the 29 
killed in the blast, told them he had 
been in the fourth left level earlier 
that day and found it “all right.” 

He said there was evidence of “a 
considerable feeder of gas” in that 
area so he urged Stewart to clear 
it out “section by section” which 
he did. By mid-afternoon four 
hours after the inspector had first 
noted the gas he testified he re- 
visited the area and found it “was 
clearing up. nicely.” 

No other gas was found by him 
in the mine during his May visit 
and the ventilation generally ap-| 
peared “well kept up” Heeley tes- | 
tified. 

He said Stewart told him “I'll 
watch it and I'll certainly see that 
the men don’t get into any dan- 
ger.” 

His official report based on the 
Sept. 16-17 visit said all conditions 
were good in the mine, Heeley said. 

Gabriel Lebihan and George 
Farnworth, employees of the mine, 
also testified yesterday. Farnworth, 
in charge of the mines lamp-cabin 
where all the miners’ lamps are 
Stored, said he keeps a “grievance 
book” of complaints about gas and 
other matters. 

Lebihan said he 
vent-tubing at room 13 in the 
fourth water level, scene of the 
blast, on the shift starting at mid- 
night Oct. 30. “No shots were fired 
there during that shift,” he said.

DRIVES DOVETAIL 

This presages a critical test of 
German ability to hold the line in- 
dicated. If they cannot, there may 
be weeks of hard fighting before 
they find a line farther west which 
they can hold. Only then will they 
be able to settle down to prepara- 
tions for a spring offensive. 

The Russian campaign dovetails 
with the Far Eastern theatre of 
war, and present or future opera- 
tions in the Mediterranean and the 
Middle East. The drive in the Cri- 
mea and Ukraine is especially per- 
tinent to the latter. 

If the Germans halt the drive 
or regain ground in South Rus- 

sia, the British would be pre- 
pared for Hitler to move against 
the oll fields of the Near East, 
either through the Caucasus or 
Turkey. 

The incessant bombardment of 
the fortress of Malta may presage 
an Axis attempt to reduce that 
stronghold and clear the way for 
heavy reinforcements to Libya. 
Axis success in Libya would bring 
about a direct threat to the Near 
East through Egypt and Suez, con- 


current with a drive from the 
north. 

BRITISH PREPARATIONS 
Britain's preparations to hold 


Libya and the Near East against 
the Axis threat were marked today 
by the appointment of Lieut.-Gen. 
Sir Claude Auchinleck, command- 
er-in-chief of the Middle East, to 
be commander-in-chief of British 
and Indian forces in Iran and Iraq. 
These two strategic states had been 
under the commander-in-chief of 
India. It will be his responsibility 
to meet any Caucasian or Turkish 
attack. 

From the defensive viewpoint, 
the British appear strong. They 
are prepared to meet an Axis air 
offensive in the Mediterranean, If 
Marshal Timoshenko's Crimean 
and Ukrainian drive succeeds—and 
its tempo is increased rather than 
diminishing—the gateway to the 
Caucasus will be closed. A decisive 
Axis defeat in Libya would pave 
the way for an Allied offensive, 
Perhaps a pripaiing attack on Italy.

5. Whereas at the war's outbreak

seemed most essential to the Allies, 
it is now abundantly clear that 
Burma and the Dutch Indies have a 
Breater key and long-term signifi- 
cance. In regard to Burma, Wash- 
ington, London and Chungking alike 
are compelled to give its defence 
and fortification the foremost atten- 
tion in its role of a combined aerial 
and Jand spearhead against the Jap- 
anese aggressors. The severe aerial 
setbacks inflicted on the Nipponese 
in the Burma sector thus constitute 
an immeasurable gain for the Allied 
| cause. 


| POSITION BETTER 

Taking consideration all 
these factors, it is possible to say 
that the Allies’ position in the far 
eastern war theatre, even though 
still on the defensive, is consider- 
ably better than might have been 
expecied one month ago. More re- 
verses and perhaps some stinging 
losses may still occur but on the 
long-term basis the Allies’ military 
situation has improved and ig still 
improving, however slowly, If the 
United States fleet should be able 
to strike a telling blow in the near 
future the constructive affect upon 
all our Allied activities throughout 
the far east might be very great. 

Nevertheless, the A B C D powers 
must continue the fight for time— 
time to build up their air, land and

this conclusion;

In its announcement the Admir- 
alty recalled that, at the outset of 
the war, the British fleet consisted 
of 15 capital ships, seven aircraft 
carriers, 62 cruisers, 185 destroyers 
and 58 submarines. 


ENEMY’'S CLAIM 

Up to Jan. 1, 1942, the Admiralty 
said, the German and Italian high 
commands claimed to have sunk or 
damaged seriously 44 capital ships, 
20 aircraft carriers, 158 cruisers, 
183 destroyers and 95 submarines. 

These figures, it was. pointed out, 
omitted all Japanese claims and all 
unofficial German and Italian 
claims. Also left out, said the Ade 
miralty, were at least 11 aircraft 
carriers and more than 70 cruisers 
which the Axis merely classified 
as “damaged”. 

In a more serious vein the Ad- 
miralty took special note of the 
fact that the 50 former United 
States destroyers, characterized by 
Axis propaganda as “worn out and 
useless,” have “carried out much 
successful escorting and have lev- 
ied their toll on U-boats.” 

AXIS LOSSES 

The Admiralty then made ita 
own list—of having sunk or dam- 
aged 5,225,000 tons of Axis shipping

All Of A Kind 


' It is to be doubted that the row 
between Hitler and his generals is—as 
yet— as serious as reported. But that 
‘there is a feud, and one likely to widen 
and sharpen, is likely enough. The Rus- 
sian campaign has been a disastrous 
failure. Scapegoats must be found, 
else the blame for the grief and disap- 
pointment would be placed upon the 
Fuehrer himself. The loyalty of his 
followers, and the obedience of Ger- 
mans generally, have been already so 
severely strained that this added blow 
to the Hitler prestige might be posi- 
tively dangerous. And, in any case, 
why should the boss gangster take 
blame that he can shoulder off onto 
under-strappers ? 

That numbers of Nazi high officers 
have been dismissed is beyond question, 
and the rumors may be true that some 
of them have been executed or assass- 
‘inated. The survivors are naturally 
‘wondering who is to be next, and when 
their own personal turns are to come. 
But that they have made or are organ- 
jzing any serious attempt to curb their 
master’s authority or overthrow him, 
there is nothing to show. Scoundrels 
as they have shown themselves to be in 
doing the Fuehrer’s dirty work, they 
‘are more likely to try to save their 
necks by cringing than by resisting 
his vengeance. 

Should matters really come to a 
head, outsiders will have no cause to 
wish the generals success, except in so 
far as their success will help to bring 
the whole criminal conspiracy to col- 
lapse. If Hitler should hang the lot, 
that would save the Allies the trouble. 
If they should hang him, they would 
atill deserve the noose. 


The Defence Line Recedes 


Generalissimo Hitler may have to 
move his headquarters one of these 
days, if he has not moved already, for 
the Russians claim to have broken 
through his intended “second line” of 
winter defence between Vyazma and 
Bryansk. They are now within 100 
miles of Smolensk, where the Fuehrer 
is supposed to have established his 
operating base. At the rate the Red 
offensive has been rolling along, a hun- 
dred miles is none too wide a margin 
of safety for an enemy general whose 
army is on the run, 

At the last week-end Moscow claim- 
ed that 1,500 square miles of territory 
had been recovered from the invaders, 
including a large part of the industrial 
Donets river basin. The major claim, 
however, is that 1,500,000 Nazi soldiers 
had been killed, wounded or captured 
since Nov. 16th. Stalin placed the 
enemy losses at Nov. 21st at 5,000,000. 
This brings the total estimated cost 
of the Russian adventure up to about 
6,500,000 men, plus a list of equipment 
which sounds fantastic. 

When he launched the attack last 
June the Fuehrer proclaimed his pur- 
pose to be to destroy the Russian army. 
Whatever he has done to the Russian 
army, it ig beyond question that he has 
gone a good way to destroying his own. 
Berlin has ceased to pretend to any 
other hope than that of establishing a 
defence line—somewhere, behind which 
forces can be gathered for another of- 
fensive when spring comes, 

Even this modest program has still 
to be instituted, for the prospective de- 
fence line continues to recede farther 
and farther to the west: It is not be- 
yond reasonable possibility that spring 
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forces back at the, Polish-Rumanian 
border from which they started about 
seven months ago. 


Fortunate Canada 


The Provincial Poultry Show, held 
in the city this week, has symbolic in- 
terest for the general public, as well as 
practical interest for those engaged 
in the poultry business or in poultry- 
keeping as a minor but important 
branch of arpa | To those who are 
neither breeders, fanciers nor farmers, 
“poultry,” except at festive seasons, 
means chiefly—eggs. And the fact 
that Canada is a great egg-producing 
country, nowhere more so than in Al- 
berta, is a matter for profound grati- 
tude at present. 

This is not the case in all countries, 
even where eggs are usually as com- 
mon a8 they are in Canada. It is not 
the case in Britain. There the ration 
card is said to permit the holder to 
buy one egg per week—when he can 
find the egg. To buy more is an of- 
fence against the law and against fair- 
ness to other people. 

Eggs are a condensed form of food. 
But bulk has to be the present objec- 
tive of food-production in Britain. 
Grain is too precious to be fed to poul- 
try, hence the hens have been eaten 
and eggs have to be imported from 
Canada and other countries where 
grain can be spared for conversion into 
concentrates. The Dominion authori- 
ties are at present forwarding. consign- 
ments to make up an order for six 
million dozen. That is a lot of eggs. 
The satisfactory point is that the 
monthly quotas are being met regular- 
ly and there is official assurance that 
the order will be filled. 

That Canada is able, without seri- 
ously disarranging the home menu, to 
supply this abnormal demand from 
the old lands is gratifying in itself, and 
an indication also of the commonly 
under-estimated place that poultry 
holds in the national economy. 

a Fa EP RS SEES 


The possibility which Vice-Admiral 
Nelles foresaw some weeks ago has 
now become fact. An enemy submar- 
ine sank a large freight and passen- 
ger vessel off the coast of Nova Scotia, 
and another sank a tanker off New 
York. But it does not follow that sub- 
marines will or can be kept lurking 
there. Those which reach those waters 
can only do so after a long voyage. They 
cannot remain long unless refuelled at 
a hidden base or from surface ships. 
The chance of destroying them is better 
near land than in mid-ocean. The new 
visitors are quite as likely venturesome 
raiders as pioneers in a policy of main- 
taining a fleet of submarines on this 
side of the Atlantic.

Latin America Considers 


Rio Conference Opens Todey to 
Decide Future Course 
of Continent 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 


There opens today in Rio de Janeiro 
one of the most momentous conferences 
yet to be called since the war began. It is 
a gathering of the foreign ministers of the 
American Nee and it will. undertake 
to decide the attitude of the southern 
continent towards the Axis and towards 
the allied democracies, 

It is quite possible that 
nothing definite in the 
‘way of arranging formal 
pacts will be done, But, 
at any rate, the confer- 
ence is bound to express 
an attitude—one way or 
the other. It will either 
afford great comfort to 
Adolf Hitler or adminis- 
ter to him a moral rebuff. 

As the meeting devel- 
ops, Hitler will be in a 
position to know whether 
South America will play 
the role in which he has cast her in the 
portending assault on America, or whether 
she will swell the strength of American 
resistance. 

For if the United States could count on 
the unreserved collaboration of such 
southern neighbors as Argentine, Chile 
and Peru, it could concentrate its military 
and economic resources in other sectors of 
the front and the war would be won more 
quickly and at smaller cost. U 


Obdurate 


The United States delegation may ac- 
complish such a miracle but the public and 
private utterances and action of the of- 
ficial spokesmen of Argentine on the eve 
of the conference do not encourage such 
hopes. 

The United States has many friends 
and admirers among the Argentine people 
and press but the heads of the present 
administration exibit no pro-United States 
proclivities. 

Apparently they think the Axis may 
yet win this war and, pending its out- 
come are determined to do nothing which 
might compromise their future relations 
with the Axis. 

The state of siege recently instituted by 
the Argentine government has served to 
suppress pro-United States and pro-British 
news and expressions in the Argentine 
press and to foster the activities of pro- 
Axis newspapers and agents of whom 
there are many in the Argentine and other 
parts of Latin America. 

Argentine has systematically thrown 
sand in the machinery of many pan- 
American conferences and has acted true 
to form on the eve of the all-important 
Rio conference. 

Instead of permitting each Latin Am- 
erican republic to come to the conference 
with an open mind and decide for itself 
the extent of its co-operation with the 
United States in the greatest crisis ever 
confronting the people of this hemisphere, 
Dr, Enrique Ruiz Guinazu sought to con- 
voke the foreign ministers of Chili, Para- 
guay and Uruguay to stack the cards in 
advance, The Uruguayan government 
which is courageously anti-Axis refused to 
participate in Ruiz Guinazu’s “pre-Rio” 
conference. 

Paraguay in Line 

Paraguay, which has a vigorous Nazi 
element and whose foreign minister has 
been characterized by the German charge 
d'affaires in Asuncion as “the only Para- 
guayan who has not and will not sell out 
to the Yankees,” has again followed Ar- 
gentinian leadership. 

So, apparently has Chile, which recent- 
ly cancelled its investigation of Nazi ac- 
tivities, A number of Chilean leaders seem 
to entertain pro-Axis sympathies, 

Ruiz Guinazu’s public statement this 
week clearly indicated his government's 
disinclination to join other American re- 
publics in a common front against the 
Axis. The Argentinian newspaper, La 
Vanguardia, which dared to criticize the 
government’s non-democratic and non- 
pan-American stand, was suppressed as 
other newspaper criticisms of the foreign 
policies of the Castillo-Ruiz Guinazu gov- 
ernment have been suppr' 

Meantime, the Argentinian, Chilean 
and other non-co-operating or tepidly co-

are pressing the United States for costly 
economic and military favors, want 
the Americans to pay handsome for 
their products, whether they can be used 
or not, and to provide them with automo- 
piles and machinery which the United 
States and her allies sorely need. 

Although some of these countries have 
a considerable quantity of Axis anaes 
lying idle in their harbors and sizeable 
naval forces they want the United States 
to take care of their commerce by divert- 
ing urgently needed merchantmen and 
convoying vessels and planes to South 
American routes. 


Quid Pro Quo 

There frequently has been set forth the 
benefits to the United States of pan- 
American solidarity end the desirability of 
spending American funds to hold faltering 
Latin American neighbors on the Allies’ 
side. Those considerations are not over- 
looked in the hy grt discussion. 

But the United States has aright to ask 
that countries which she is according cost- 
ly economic and naval favors shall recip- 
Tocate by clamping down on anti-United 
States activities of German, Japanese’ and 
Italian Nationals or partisans, Americans 
are entitled to ask numerous other types 
of collaboration, “short of war,” if the 
South Americans ate unwilling to fight 
on their side. 

The United States is not getting such 
quid pro quos from Argentina, Paraguay 
and certain other South American repub- 
lics. Sinister Axis efforts to encompass 
American defeat are permitted in certain 
parts of South America. The governments 
which refrain from suppressing these ac- 
tivities act on the cold calculation that, if 
the United States and its allies win the 
war, they will suffer no penalties for their 
unfriendly activities whereas, if the Axis 
wins, they can hope for favored treatment 
because of the pro-Axis activities they 
winked at. 

Co-operating with Germany, Italy and 
Japan in these manoeuvres against the 
United States is the Falange Espanola 
which exercizes considerable influence in 
many parts of Latin America because of 
the cultural and sentimental ties of Latin 
Americans with Spain. 

Gen, Franco and other Spanish leaders 
have long staked their personal and na- 
tional fortunes on an Axis victory and 
cheerfully work against the United States 
and Britain wherever they can in Latin 
America, 

These facts, of course, ate quite well 
known to responsible American officials. 
They are doing their best to counteract 
the pro-Axis elements. It is to be ho 
that they will make great headway at Rio 
but the accomplishments or failure at Rio 
cannot be properly understood unless the 
nature of the opposition is borne in mind. 


Brazil Loyal 


Happily, the recent news from Latin 
America is not all bad. President Getulio 
Vargas of Brazil, which from a strategic 
and economic standpoint is more import- 
ant to the United States than Argentina, 
has unequivoocally declared Brazilian 
solidarity with the United States “to which 
Brazil has been united by a century old- 
friendship, loyal esteem and close collab- 
oration,” 

Colombia and Venezuela as well as 
Mexico have severed diplomatic relations 
with the Axis. The five Central American 
republic, Panana and the three Caribbean 
countries, Cuba, the Dominican republic 
and Haiti, have declared war on the Axis. 
The Dominican delegation to the Rio con- 
ference announced that it will propose a 
joint declaration of war on the Axis. 

In an effort to strengthen United States 
ties with the South American nations the 
United States on Jan. 5 announced that its 
diplomatic missions to Paraguay, Ecuador 
and Bolivia have been raised to ambassa- 
dorial rank, All the other missions were 
previously of ambassadorial rank.

Proposes New Organization To Carry O ut War Program 


Willkie Should Be Pressed Into * 


Service Is Opinion of 
Noted Columnist 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

If there has been any lingering doubt 
in the President’s mind, no doubt can now 
remain that his Administration is badly 
organized and inadequately manned to 
carry out the war program, The confer- 
ences in Washington dealing with conver- 
sion of the automobile industry prove it. 

Since Pearl Harbor, Wake, Guam, 
Manila and the attack on 
Malaya the situation of 
the country and of the 
automobile industry in 
particular has been as 
follows: for the duration 
of the war and until vic- 
tory is won we are cut 
off from the supplies of 
rubber upon which all. | 
automotive transportation 
depends. Cars, busses, 
trucks, airplanes and 
practically all the mech- 
anized equipment of the W. Lippmann 
army will be as hopelessly stalled without 
rubber tires as if they had lost their 
wheels, We have a small reserve supply 
of rubber, and a tiny capacity to produce 
at great cost synthetic rubber, and no 
prospect of developing important new 
rubber plantations in Centra] and South 
America for many years to come, We have, 
therefore, to fight and to win this mechan- 
ized war with the supplies of rubber that 
are now in the United States. 

Since we have no way of knowing how 
long the war will last we have to conserve 
our scant supplies of rubber as men in a 
lifeboat conserve their supply of water— 
regarding it as something infinitely pre- 
cious and beyond all price. The imme- 
diate consequence of this is that the com- 
mercial automobile industry has ceased to 
Its facilities are use- 
less and its personne] are unemployed, un- 
less and until they can be converted to war 
production. Moreover, it is impossible to 
carry out the war program, on which is 
staked the future of the country and the 
whole future of the automobile industry, 
except by finding some way to use in that 
program every plant, every machine, 


every man. 
Conversion 


This being the situation, what have we 
seen in Washington during recent days? 
We have aaan that the procurement agen- 


cies of the Army and Navy had no con- 
sidered program of what they want the 
converted automobile industry to produce. 
They have had, it would appear, to impro- 
vise an increase of their requirements, 
having lived for eighteen months on the 
theory that conversion was not necessary 
or was not feasible, We have seen that the 
O. P. M. has no plan because Mr. Knudsen 
assist production, has no plan for the con- 
version of the automobile industry. The 
O. P. M. has n plan because Mr. Knudsen 
and his associates have never believed 
that conversion was necessary or feasible. 

But, as a matter of fact, conversion is 
now. absolutely indispensable. Therefore 
the leading automobile manufacturers and 
labor leaders have been called to Wash- 
ington to undertake conversion. They find 
the procurement agencies unready. They 
find the O. P. M. without a plan. What is 
more, they find no one with authority who 
knows what he wants and means to get it. 

They meet Mr. Knudsen and Mr, Hill- 
man, two very worthy men, who, how- 
ever, never much wanted to do what im- 
peratively needs to be done, who are not 
ready to tell the industry what is to be 
done, who have no final authority to tell 
the industry, even if they knew. They 
are, therefore, quite incanable of carrying 
conviction, ‘The immediate and the in- 
evitable result of this lack of authority 
in the government has been a dismal quar- 
rel between the manufacturers and the 
C.1.0. This quarrel has exploded because 
in fact the government, as revresented by 
the weak voices of Mr. Knudsen and Mr, 
Hillman and the procurement agencies, 
was standing by trying to umpire when 
its duty was to plan and to command. 


Ancient Grudges 


This quarrel has let loose the poisonous 
fumes ancient grudges and suspicions. 
The press agents of the C.1.0. talk as if it 
had always been dedicated single-minded- 
ly to production for national defence. The 
press agents of the manufacturers, instead 
of welcoming the chance to get the en- 
thusiastic collaboration of labor, talk 
illiterately about “socialism” and “com- 
munism” and “regimentation.” The people 
are‘told that the issue is whether Ameri- 
can industry is to be run by its owners, 
or by the Jabor unions, or by New Dealers. 

This confusing and demoralizing quar- 
rel, this unseemly and humiliating display 
of pettiness, arises directly from the fact 
that the government, as things are now 
organised, is without plans, conviction and

authority. “For if the trumpet give an 

uncertain sound, who shall prepare him- 

self to the battle? So likewise ye, excent 

ve utter by the tongue words easy to, be 

understood, how shall it be known what is 

spoken? For ye shall speak into the air,” 
Certain Sound 

The O.P.M.-Army-Navy trumpet is in- 
capable of giving a certain sound, and it 
has not prepared us and it will not pre- 
pare us to the battle, The system is un- 
workable for two reasons, First, it has 
only such vague power as an overworked 
and prececunied President vaguely and 
uncertainly delegates to it. This, as Mr. 
Raymond Clapper said so conclusively the 
other day, is the fundamental error of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s trying to be the American 
Churchill and the American Beaverbrook 
combined. Not even the omniscient and 
omnipotent Hitler has tried to be Hitler 
and Goering combined. . 

Second, the unworkable systetn is not 
properly manned. Mr. Knudsen probably 
is the best man in America to execute a 
manufacturing plan. But on the demon- 
strated record he is not the man to make 
plans. Mr. Hillman is one of the most 
statesmanlike labor leaders the country 
has produced, But his exverience is in 
the consumer goods industries, and the 
great task of war production is in the dur- 
able-goods industries. 

Yet, even if Messrs. Knudsen and Hill- 
man were not square pegs in a round hole, 
the fact that the one is an emplovee of an 
automobile company and the other of a 
labor union would weaken fatally their 
authority—even if the President delegated 
authority to them. The man who can do 
what needs to be done, inspiring, directing, 
disciplining, and driving industry, will 
have to be some one who commands the 
respect of industry without having his own 
personal commitments within it. Lord 
Beaverbrook and Marshal Goering both 
have come from outside the ranks of the 
manufacturers and the workers whom 
they command, 

Repository 

It is clear that it is easier under the 
British cabinet system than under the 
American Presidential system to have a 
Churehill and a Beaverbrook, Both are 
ministers responsible to Parliament, Mr. 
Churchill being only the first or Prime 
Minister, To get around the difficulty of 
our Presidential system, it has, therefore, 
been suggested that Roosevelt should 


.

make Mr. Wallace the repository, the 
trustee and the steward of his powers in 
the field of economic mobilization. For 
the vice-president is close to the Presi- 
dent, he is a link with Congress, and he 
has been elected by the people themselves 
to the second highest office in the land. 

This proposal does not imply that Mr. 
Wallece is himself the man to plan and 
direct and administer the economic mobe 
ilization, It does imply that he should be 
the President's first deputy, with power 
of final decision except in the very high- 
est matters of policy. He would thus be 
the man who could give his whole atten- 
tion, where now the President can give 
only a little hurried and distracted attene 
tion, to guiding the men actually response 
ible for organizing the war economy. The 
precedure may seem complicated, and any 
one who can think of a simpler way of 
delegating these vast powers will do the 
country a great service. 


Something Fresh 


_ However this constitutional and polle 
tical problem be solved, it is clear that 
the President will not get the results he 
has promised merely by reshuffling the 
same old agencies and the same old faces. 
Something new, fresh, exhilarating and 
drastic needs to be done to bring home 
to the people, to Congress and the depart- 
ments the fact that the war program is & 
new chapter in American life. 

Ordinarily, I do not think it the proper 
business of newspaper writers to urge the 
appointment of individuals to particular 
tasks. But for the paramount and urgent 
task of organizing supply, it would seem 
as if there were one pre-eminently qualie 
fled man. 

He is Mr. Wendell Willkie. He undere 
stands this war. He is trusted by busle 
ness and by labor and by the country as 
a whole, He is a born leader of men. He 
has worked closely enough with industry to 
understand its problems, and yet not so 
near-sightedly as to be confused by its 
prejudices and shortcomings. 

The calling of Willkie would be the 
sign and the seal of unity among those 
who really mean to win this war, and his 
appearance in Washington would, I bee 
lieve, release that flood of confident 
energy which, though it is welling up in 
the nation, is still dammed up behind ane 
cient doubts and suspicions.

The type of leiter that upsets me 
is the one from the homemaker 
who is not only willing but eager to 
apply the science of nutrition to her 
family’s menus .and who cannot 
afford the protective foods in the 
amounts recommended, 


and promptly—and will curtail the 
rise in prices on these foods, Let 
the luxuries soar. We can get 
along without them. . We cannot 
get-along without good nulrition. 

The only way I can answer these 
letters is to suggest Jow cost fruits, 
vegetables, meats,and whole grains 
that put balance in the diet with- 
out putting a strain on the budget. 
In the line ‘of vegetables, you: get 
the most for your meney in the 
green and yellow végetables like 
Swiss chard, beet greens, spinach, 
carrots and sweet potatoes. All 
are high in vitamins and minerals. 

Other vegetab’es extremely 
valuable in the diet are beans, 
peas and lentils, and white po- 
tatoes. Soy beans are not yet 
widely used in our country, but 
they are such a rich source of the 
protective elements that they are 
bound to be used more and more; 
Navy beans, a good old Canad an 
dish, furnish protein, iron and 
calcium, and are both good and 
inexpensive.. Potatoes should he 
used daily in the low cost menus, 
and to retain their highest nu- 
tritive value should be eliher 
baked or boiled in their skins. 
Starch foods such as spaghetti, 
macaroni, noodles and rice should 
be counted as cercals, not vere- 
tables, 

Since the vitamin C foods— 
oranges, grapefruit and tomatoes— 
sometimes come high, more raw 
foods. should be included to assure 


adequate amounts of this vitamin. 
Excellent sources are cabbage, 
green pepper, parsicy, apple and 


celery salad, cabbage and pineapple 


salad, and all kinds of greens. 


It is economical. nutrition to 
serve salt water fish such as sal- 
mon (canned pink salmon is as 
good as the red), heriing and mac- 
kerel.. And meat organs—beef liy- 
er, kidneys, heart or brains— 
should be put on the menu at least 
once a week, 

To be sure of getting enough vita- 
min B, every particle of bread and 
cereal should be either whole grain 
or enriched. Dark rye bread and

good buys. And rolled oats, crack- 
ed wheat or ground corn mea] can 
be counted on to supply protection 

When evaporated milk is sub- 
stituted for whole milk, count one 

pint as having the same food 
value as a quart of fresh milk. 

Also, one-fourth pound of dry 
skim milk and one-third pound of 
checse each furnish the nutrition 

equivalent of one quart of fresh 
milk, 

If you buy a butter substitute, 
make sure that it is a brand which 
has been enriched with vitamin A. 
As far as the calories go, it counts 
the same as butier. 

During the winter months, chil- 
dren. must have some source of 
vitamin D. Codliver oil is the 
cheapest. '

By overweight is meant the ac- 
cumulation of too much fat on the 
body. At one time in man’s early 
history when food was scarce, the 
ability to store up fat was a big 
advantage to a man or woman who 
might need to call upon this re- 
serve supply of food, 

In those days, the human frame 
put away fat as we now put money 
in the bank—it was a way of sav- 
ing some of the plenty of today 
toward a hungry tomorrow. 

However, man ha§$ learned to 
provide a regular food supply and 
food its now so abundant that most 
people are able to eat when they 
wish to. It is no longer necessary 
to store away food on the body in 
the form of fat, and today the ac- 
cumulation of this extra fatty 
weight is no longer a help but often 
acts as a hindrance, as well as a 
danger to health. 

In deciding if you are sufficiently 
overweight to need reducing it is 
necessary to consider your individ- 
ual case separately from all others. 
A person who is of a chunky, solid 
build with a heavy bone structure 
should weigh more than a person 
of the same age, height and sex, 
who is small-boned and of a slend- 
er build. The average weight chart 
only attempts to tell you about 
what you should weigh—it does not 
give the best weight for you as an 
individual. 

T believe that if you are of a 
chunky, solid build, it is pogsible 
for you to weigh 10 pounds over 
the figure given on a weight chart, 
and still be in good health. The ob- 
ject should be to maintain the 
weight at which you feel the best:

ly too heavy, then possibly you are 
conscious of some of the following 
symptoms: you have a feeling of 
being too heavy when you try to 
walk, when you go upstairs you 
notice you become short of breath 
and start to puff, perhaps your, feet 
hurt, or you have occasional head- 
aches, You may note that you are 
feeling sluggish and pepless, or 
perhaps you are gaining fast 
enough so that your clothes no 
longer fit. 

If you are too heavy, you want 
to reduce; partly to improve your 
health and partly to gain more at- 
tractive figure.

ONDON, Jan, 15.—(CP)—An ambitious program for a “post-war fight 
against the feminine invasion” is being planned by the National 
Men's Defence League, which claims that feminism is “a menace just as 
threatening to Britain as Hitlerism.” 
Charges that feminism “is a menace to your job, te family life, and 
to the very existence of Britain as a first-rate power,” are made in a 


pamphlet issued by the league, out-., 


lining strides women have taken

fensive. 

Because, 
political parties have failed to face 
up to the “menace,” steps are being 
taken to form a “men’s national 
party.” Because “the majority of 
the press has carried on a feminist 
policy,” the league plans to start 
after the war a “man’s paper.” 

TO OPEN HEADQUARTERS 

It is hoped to open headquarters 
in London as soon as the war is 
over and in the meantime men are 
being asked to register their names 
with the league secretary, R. C 
Pinkerton. 

“Leaders of the feminist move- 
ment will do their utmost to keep 
women in men's jobs after this 
war.” said the pamphlet. “They will 
have no regard for the men who 
may come back to take up their 
jobs, These women feminists are 
adventuresses fighting for their own 
advantage. 

“They are not interested in the 
well-being of women as a whole; 
they will have no thought when 
they wail ‘freedom’, ‘rights’ and 
‘equality’ for the wives and would- 
be wives of the men who come 
back.” 

NOT “ALL THEIR OWN WAY” 

These women “are not going to 
have it all their own way as they 
did after the last war,” when, said 
the pamphlet, “the wave of femin- 
ism which swept Britain caused 
widespread unemployment, a gen- 
eral trade depression and an alarm- 
ing decline in our birth-rate.” 

“As soon as Hitlerism has been 
defeated the combined forces of 
various men’s organizations will 
launch their campaign against a 
menace just ag threatening to Bri- 
tain as Hitlerism—feminism.” 

The situation before this war 
was cited and it was stated that at 
a time when there were nearly 2,- 
000,000 men unemployed there 
were nearly 6,000,000 women in in- 
dustry, trades and professions.

Movie Melodies [Alberta District News In Brief 


An Inspiration 
To Musical Ear 


Maybe you don't realise it, but 
while you view a picture in your 
favorite theatre you are being 
“emotionally conditioned” for the 


understanding and appreciation 
of better music. That's what C. 
L, “Chet” Lambertson, popular 
city musician and school teacher, 
sald at the meeting Wednesday 
night of the University of Al- 
berta Philosophical Society, Mr. 
Lamberteon, who graduated from 
the U. of A. last spring with a | 
master’s degree, spoke on ‘The 
Development of Background 
Music in the Motion Pictures.” 


The way this “emotionally condi- 
tioned” process works out is that 
when the theatre-goer returns 
home and sooner or later stumbles 
onto a good symphonic program 
over the air, he likes it better than 
before he went to the movie, “Chet” 
explained. 


BACKGROUND MUSIC 


However, “it is a curious fact 
that although three hundred mil- 
lion people hear the background 
music of movies every week, virtu- 
ally no one is ever conscious | of 
hearing it. Because it is back- 
ground music, great care is takén 
to keep it from obtruding upon 
the consciousness of the movie- 
Boer. Producers wish to impress 
on their audiences only two ideas— 
“the story was entertaining and the 
stars were glamorous,” the well- 
known pianist pointed out. “But if 
you go to see a modern movie, you 
may be making the acquaintance of 
something you do not suspect—the 
vocabulary of orchestral music.” 

Mr. Lambertson. reminded his 
audience that “the music which 
accompanies the movies has not 
always been on so pretentious a 
scale,” and told of the first use of 
pianos and music reference lists 
that included “such incongruous 
pieces as ‘When the War Breaks 
Out in Mexico,’ ‘1 Know Who Paid 
the Rent,’ ‘Stick to Your Mother, 
Mary,’ ‘March from “Aida’’ and 
‘Chopin's Funeral March,’” 


THEME-MELODY 

Soon after the first “talkie’ was 
released, in 1927, under the admon- 
itory title “Mother Knows Best,” 
the theme song from the picture, 
“I Wonder What's Become of Sally”, 
was so catchy that very soon North 
America was collectivelY wonder- 
ing just what had become of her. 

In succeeding pictures, the theme- 
melody was used increasingly to 
identify characters, and to strength. 
en the dramatic continuity of the 
picture. But this “theme-song” 
was soon outmoded by a succession 
of jokes, cartoons and critics’ jibes, 
and ultimately became the identi- 
fying feature of dance orchestrus 
and radio programs, Mr. Lambert- 
son continued, 


Now Hollywood music is no 
longer a hodge-podge of rifled 
classics, but we still have radio 


programs to maul our favorites for 
us. The works of the great classical 
writers are used in the movie, but 
the bulk of background music is 
written by intelligent and serious 
contemporary composers. 


CARTOON SETTINGS 


Mr. Lambertson challenged those 
“who scorn movie-music as being 


| less excellent than the time-proven 


and often time-worn classics to re- 
member that the music of the mov- 
ies is being written now, being 


heard now, is selling tickets now, is 
giving pleasure now, and affects you 
now.” 

Technical terms for background 
music descriptive of specific actions 


is underscoring, and the speaker 
used examples from current pictures 
to illustrate the principle. 

Moving on to the musical settings 
of cartoons, such as those provided 
by Walt Disney, Mr. Lambertson de- 
clared “they occupy a niche all of 
their own.” Music must complement 


j the action and at the same time re-

main subordinate to it, must be com- 
prehensible and attractive to child- 
ren without being juvenile, at no 
time may dialogue be disturbed or 
swamped, and interest must be held 
without too much insistance on love, 


SUGGESTS TEST 


The musical highlights which are 
noticed by the public, and which, 
in turn, will publicize the picture 
are the songs. In this field, Disney's 
cartoons are particularly good, the 
speaker commended. 

“You may test the validity of my 
claim that music is the life-blood of 
any picture”, but, said Mr. Lambert- 
son, by way of conclusion, “plug 
your ears during a movie, especially 
during an emotional or blood-curd- 
ling part of the picture. 

“You will suddenly realize that 
the picture is nothing but a series 
of flickering black and white im- 
ages—dull, jll-timed, inelegant, un- 
dramatic, pointless. Landscapes are 
labored and composed, too obvious: 
ly of synthetic vintage from the 
effects department. That 
highly. paid and beautiful star will 
have undergone a marked metamor- 
phosis—she will flutter, smile in- 
inely, roll her eyes. Today's hams 
will leave you as cold as yesterday's 
boiled potatoes, ‘ 

“But remove your fingers from 
your ears, Everything comes alive. 
That papier mache moon is reai, 
the heroine really is beautiful. 
Everything is fine agsin. But not 
without the music, for music is the 
breath of life to the moving picture.”

Mr, Tighe is still being treated 
at the Royal Alexandra hospital for 
injuries sustained in the crash.

Farmer Ready 
For Defence 
But Ends Life 


Stanley Doborowlsky, farmer 
of the Home Glen district, near 
Ponoka, and known as “Dobros,” 
who Wednesday ran amok, 
wounding a neighboring farmer 
and burning down his own farm 
home, was well armed and pre- 
pared “to make a last ditch stand 
against all attempts at capture,” 
Supt. John Bird of the Edmonton 
detachment R.C.M.P. stated on 
Thursday. 

Doborowlsky, however, apparent. 
ly changed his mind and ended his 
own life by firing a bullet from a 
.22 calibre rifle into his forehead. 

The man, police state, was wgr- 
ried by family troubles and on Jan. 
12 he evicted from their farm home 
his wife and an 11-year-old child. 
Four othef children were not living 
at home. 

Early Wednesday morning he 
proceeded to the farm of Hans 
Neilsen, a neighboring farmer, and 
shot him with a .22 rifle through @ 
window of the barn, Neilsen at the 
time was milking a cow. The bul- 
let grazed his left arm and then 
lodged in the right arm, shattering 
the bone in the lower forearm. 


HEAVY ARMAMENT 


Returning to his own farm, Dob- 


rowlsky fired the farm house and 
armed with the .22 rifle and a 30-30 
rifle and a large amount of ammuni- 
tion retired to the barn on his pro- 
perty. Police state that they believe 
he was ready to defend the “cita- 
del” against all comers. The farmer, 
however, wrote several suicide notes 
and then shot himself. 


Supt. Bird stated Thursday that 
the farmer was 48 years of age and 


came to Canada from Poland in 1911. 


He had farmed for some years in 
the Home Glen district, but lately 
had been acting “queerly”. Family 
troubles, police declare, were the 
cause of all the trouble. 

Hans Neilsen the injured man is 
not in a serious condition, it was 
stated Thursday.
